Editors ArPEAl: Tho enemy went down

the river on Monday last as low as the mouth of

White river, one gun boat, convoying nbout
twenty transports supposed to carry 12,000 men

It was thought they wero aiming to go up White
river, (as they did soino twelve or fifteen railes,
for we could hear their cannon shelling the
banks of the river, as we supposed, on Tuesday
evening,) for the purpose of gaining a short
route te tho Post of Arkansas. I got to my
plantation, behw Laconia, Ark., on Sunday last
On Monday I was on the bank of the river, and
saw the gunboat and transports pass my place.
They ran close to the Mississippi shore. One
thousand men with artillery could have sunk
the steamboats, and killed more men than fell

at Manassas. Oh, why were they not there T

I waited in breathless anxiety to hear them open
on tho enemy, not knowing then we had no men

on this side to defend the river. One thousand
cavalry could protoct the river from tho mouth
of White river to Helena, and the same thing
may be said of the Mississippi shore.

Two boats landed one mile below my place on

Monday night. Oa Tuesday they went to my
place and took possession, robbing me of two

horses, two mules and one negro. On Wednes
day they killed nearly all of my stock hogi and
cattle, tho whole supply I had to support my
negroes, carried off eleven negroes, and all my
mules hut two, and burnt my steam gin house ;

nearly all my farming utensils and all my fod-

der, my ongine saw, two gin stands, one saw
mill and one corn mill. My neighbors estimate
the damage done me at $30,000.

They seemed to havo a great desire to capture
me. i narrowly ovaueu iiieui, ni.u caino across
the river to this side, when 1 learned tho enemy
were on Miles McGhce'ri plantation, doing grrat
mischief there, and at Mr Kirk's and Colutel
Hudson's.

Thoy now occupy both banks of tLa ilver un- -

opposrd by a tingln soldier of the Confederacy,
when one thousand men on eilher shore would
have given ample protection to our property,
and secured a vast supply of corn to our army,
whioh otherwise will fall into the hands of the
enemy. It Is bad enough for us to lose it, but
mortifying beyond description to know that the
proceeds of our labor is appropriated by tho en-

emy to feed the hireling tools of-- despotism.
There is corn enough on the river, which wo

are giving up to the enemy, to support our army
for twelve months. Is it not worth the struggle
to pressrve it t Gan. Holmos seems to be eon-te- nt

to stay forever at Little Rsek, far away
from the enemy, and totally forgetful that it is
necessary or important to defend tke river at all,
where the euoray are, and where tkey are com

mitting outrages upon persons and property un
molested. Ono thousand of his large army, who
are lying idle at Little Rock, wopld protect the
valley of th Mississippi en the Arkansas shore,
where supplies could be had to support his army
fer any reasonable length of time.

It cannot be possible wo contemplate giving
up th i river. Let the press utter its indignant
protest. If tho rivsr were defended nothipg
but gunboats could pass. The history of Vicks-bur- g

shows they are not dangerous. Every
transport could ha sunk by artillery on shore
The river must be defended. H.

Editors Appeal: In your issue of the 17th'

inst. I find an articlo headed "An Inadmissable

Proposition," in which, I doubt not, you allude

to me, as I have long been a resident of Mem--

phis,-an- d havo lately passed through tho line

and have bad interviews with the commanding
generals of both armies, upon the subject of

firing upon unarmed boats on tho Mississippi
river. If I am the person alluded to, permit mo

to say, that the charge that I was the bearer

of a proposition from the Federal coramauder

at Memphis to Lieutenant General Pemberton,
or any ono else, Is false. I was not the bearer of

any proposition from him to any one, nor havo

I ever, nor do I now, advocate the "unob-
structed navigation" of tho Mississippi river by

the enemy's freighting and passenger boats. I
went to Memphis to remove my family from
there, under General Sherman's order, that they
should leave th city. When there, I learned
tho cause of this erdor to b (as he, General
Sherman, claiaied) the unjustifiable firing upon
the steamer Gladiator and others. Upon investi-
gation of the facts, I was oouviuoed that the act
was not justified by the laws of civilised war-

fare, and that no oerrcspondenco had taken
place-betwee- tho commanding generals of the
two armies upon tho subject. Tho position
taken by the Federal commander was that the
ast should bo disavowed by eur authorities, and
it was the duty of the citisens to soo that this
was done. I then investigated the case, and found
tho following facta to be true in relation to the
jcase of tho Gladiator:

The steamer Gladiator was put in tho trade
betwteu Helena and Memphis at the earnest so
licitation of tho planters living along the river
between those points, stating to the military au-

thorities of the United States that thoy wero
rosily suffering for supplies, and could not con-

trol or keep their slavos at homo unloss they
could furnish them wilh the ordinary necessaries
of life. Upon this statement of facts, the mili-

tary authorities agreed that this boat should be
put on the line for tho accommodation of these
people, ana noi lor miuury purposm, or m carry
troops or munitions of war. A short time previ-

ous to October 20th, the boat was hailed at Bled
soe's Landing, about forty miles below Memphis,
on ine ArKansassiiurs ouueiujiwarutrip,atuigiii.
When she nesred the shore, th officer on duty
asked what they wanted. The raply was ' We
want to ship seme cetton." The boat landed,.. . . , . ..
and as her staging was snovea out a party ei
men ran on board, led by Thos. Ksnnoa, abeut
twelve in number, who commenced indis
criminateJiring intt tkt tubiit ani other part ef
tithoat, killing the engineer and oae passeegsr,
(a Mr. Babcock), and wounding a number of
others, and tben titling jire to tin boat i jiv
places. When tLe boat was backed out from shore
the ma ran ashore, except five af fhm; who
jumped overboard and swan ashore, loose
who went ashore befere the beat backed out,
took some five or six ef the passengers and crew
pnsoaers, aud earned them to liittie ltoce,
where they were paroled a prisoners ef war.
These facts I get from the eaptsin of the boat
and many other eitisens and passsngers who I
know are Southern men at haart and in action.

I weat to Ja- - kton, Miss., and laid the matter
before Gen. Pemherten, and asked kiss the fol
lowing questions:

1st. Do you approve this mode ef warfare,
and sanction the firing oh this beat, niiier the
circumstances here stated !

2d. Da you spprove lb taking and paroling
of citiEsus, as pnsoi-cr- ot war, as nere staiea i

This was my notion in tho matter. The main
object of my visit to Gen. Pemberton was te get
these questions answered.

In the discussion of these questions, the ques-

tion ef navigating the Misslisippi river .arose,
and was diicussed, and I asked Gen. Peinbertou
whether any arrangement could bo made to let
a single boat run betweon points, botu ot wuiea
were in thoFoleral Macs such boats to be re-

stricted to carryin? unarmed citizens and limited
supplies for families, living on the river who had
been cut off from their friends in the South, and
had no means of oommuuicatius: with them.
They are our friends, and- - must suffer if cut off
from us, ana retused uie ngnt to purcnase me
necessaries oflife'frem the ooeiuy, the only
nartv thev can have access to. 1 would advocate
the navigation of the river to this extent, if it
could be 0 ananged that the boat should not
be used for the purpose ot transporting troops,
or provisions, or other munitions of war, but
this was net the question that I desired answered.
It was not necessary for my purpsses, and was
only mscueaed as a qaestiouenneoted wttu the
one at issue.

If not, it certainly will result iu au indiscrimi-
nate warfare upon all the nnarmed eitisens
sympathising with tho South who have been so
unfortunate aa te be lft witbia the enemy's
lines ; and I desired .to know the fact, that I
might get mine out of their lines as soon as pos
sible.

If te wago war upon unarmed men, women
and children murdering thorn without notice,
as related in this case certainly wo cannot ex
poet less from our enemies; and the sooner the
people understand this the better. I undertake
to say that I speak tho sentiments of tho true
friends of the Soulhurn Confederacy, iu and out
of Memphis, whon I say they do uot approve
any such w.irfur'', i.or will the people sustain
those who do.

What 1 have said and done I have done on
my wn as a uitiisen. I am will
ing for ray acts to eo before the Southern ueo--
p'a, aud ho conlrated with the proprietors of
the Appeal, and let our fellow-citizen- s place
'suspicion, or brand wilh the infamy that justly

belongs 1 the traitor who would sell his coun-
try for its enemies gold," tho parly whose char-
acter most deserves it.

Obturations of a Correspondent Cavalry Ski-
rmishA flag of Truce Holly Springt and
tke Sentinents of tke People No Battle Ex-

pected, etc.

Special Co reipondenee of The Chicago Times.

LAGltAN(JE,Tenn., November J7. My tele-

graphic" dispatches of the 13th Inst, informed
you that sharp skirmishing had been going on at
Holly Springs for two or three days between
narta of three reriments. of Fedoral cavalry,
commandad by Col. Lee, Gon. Hamilton's chief
of cavalry, and tour regiments ot rebel cavairy
uudor the famous rebel cavalry commander,
Col. Jackson. The latter by his frequont raids
to the neighborhood of the Federal armies nt
Belivar, Jackson, Brownsville, and other
places ia this region, had acquired quit a repu-
tation for personal prowess, and seemed to have
infused into his command a considerable 'share
of his daring aud dash. Indeed he was the
Tennessaa" Morgan " ofGen. Pemberton'a army,
and his rebel friends believed him iavincible.
The reconnaissance iu force from here, a week
ago, under Gen McPherson, dispelled in part the
ridieuloui prestige that had attached to his name.
Col. Leo aitackod him at that time with a greatly
inferior ferce, routed him completely, ana cap-
tured a large number of men and horses Four
days ago Colonel Lee was again dispatched to
the front, passed Coldwater, attacked Jackson's
cavalry at Holly Springs, and drove them out,
advanced two miles south of tho place, and
bald the rebel cavalry force in check for two
days, and then returned safely, bringing off over
on hundred prisouera, including nine commis-
sioned officers, a large lot of horses aud army
mules, and many small arms and equipments.
This last achievement of Colonel Lee's estab-
lished his claim to the high rank as commander
of cavalry, aud is spoken of in tho highest terms
here by officers of all rauks.

Among the prisoners sent baek from the front
by Colonel Lee was Captain William Clark, at-

tached to General Van Dora's staff as commis-.sar- y

f subsistence, and Captain T. W. Harris,
assistant adjutant-gener- al of Colonel Orr s b i
gade, Mississippi volunteers. These officers are
both residents of Holly Springs, aud were sur-
prised in their beds at home by tbe unexpected
entrance of Colonel Lse, about daylight one fine
morning Ihey bad both left the Confederate
headquarters tho evening before to visit their
families, and were positively assured by then--

own pickets, stationed Rorth of Holly borings,
that not a Federal soldier wes within twenty
miles of the place. Their surprise was com
plete, acd their indignation at the stupidity of
tncir own sentinels knew no bounds.

A FLAO OK TRUCK.

Fer good aad sufficient reasons, ne ddubt,
theso two officers were paroled, and permitted to
return to their honas under a tUf of truce. The
escort wu commanded by Liout. Sherlock, of
Un. urant s body-guar- d, aud eonsistad f Cor
poral Frets, l'rtvate Bwwart, and myself The
first ten sailes ef the road was the one taken by.
Gen. MePhersou the week beforo, and not new
to me; but the remainder of the ride was
through a section of country rarely profaned by
the tread of " Northern Vandals." The country
lying between IiGrange and Holly Springs is a
magnificent agricultural district, and every mile
ef the road runs through plantations fit for
princes. Th traveler nevar loses sight of cotton
fields white wilh the argesies of untold thous-
ands of dollars' worth of the staple ; bnt, alas !

standing unpicked iu the field. Occasionally a
planter seems to have secured his crop, for tho
fields are bare ; whether it is sold, or hidden in
the woods till the returning of peace or a better
opportunity to sell, or burned by tho rebel guer-
illas that have passed over wholo sectious like
destroying angols, no passing inquirer can ever
learn. On some plantations the work of picking
co ton was commenced, and evidently suddenly
abandoned.

In these cases the out-hous- in the fields
were found half full of uoginned cotton, jast as
emptied from the negroes' baskets, and tho
baskets left standing between the cotton-row- s

ia the fields, some empty, some half filled,
others filled, preoisely as they were when the
pauic seiasd the master or overaer, inducing a
hasty departure. Nieo-tent- of the white pop-
ulation have left thair homes, driving away
nearly all the livo stock, and taking all tho
youngest and bet servants who didn't eecfipo
iu th ineleo of removal. After leaving our
pickets, wo saw but Iwa white persons befi-r-

arriving at Holly Spriugs. Theso were rebel
oavalry men. who professed to have furloughs,
but were probably desorters. Being on a peace-
ful mission, we had no right to detain th--

The negroea left in possession by the exodus of
their masters aro generally found basking in the
sun, or cracking hickory nuts. To the question
of why they aro not picking eottou, you aro an-
swered with a grin. They havo ouough to eat,
no work to do, aud are supremely happy. Their
only want is salt. The more provident among
them are saving a little eottou, hoping to ex-

change it for salt. In one or two places we
found something like a united affort to save the
crop by the blacks, and eno "contraband"
assured me he would have twenty-fiv- o bales
ready for market within two weeks. The growth
of corn has been pretty evenly divided with
that of cotton. Large fields of it meet the eye
on evry tide, and, while not standing so heavy
ou the ground as in Illinois, is fully as well
eared. Thousands of acres stand untouched.

OUR RECEPTION.

We expected to meet the rebel pickets a few
miles this side of Holly Springs, aud were not
authorised te proceed farther than the latter
place. No enemy appearing, we rode into the
village about UuK. All stores, shops, and places
of business were closed. Not a hotel or livery
stable was open, and x dczn inquiries failed to
obtain an ear f corn for our horses, or even a
stable to put them in. Our prisoners then stated
who we were, and the object of our visit, when
a dozen men stepped forward with offers of all
we needed. (It dots make a difference whose
or is gored.) After seeing our beasts properly
oired f r, we were taken In charge by Gapt.
Clark, introduced to bis family and a large num-
ber of friends, wero entertained iu tbe most
kindly aud generous manner possible and cur
horsed roturned to us in fiuo condition in the
morning.

A RIE ARQUNP THE PLACE.

Camp hfo having induced Hie habit of early
rising, we werebut early iu the morning, and, m
enmpany of the captain, rode through most of
the principal streets, and had a good view of this,
tho handsoraost of all the Southern towns I have
y- -t n.

tains maay elegant private residences. Ken at
the present, after its occupation by a portion of
the confederate army for months, and being
prayed upon and harraised by the advance
guards of both armies, it retains enough native
and artificial beauty to elicit th admiration of
any oe. Several Smthern notabilities formerly
resided here. Perhaps the most elegant man-
sion in the place belongs to Colonel Waters, a
member of Qeu. B.ragg B staff. Gen. Polk, (a
brother of the Rev Lionidas), owns a property
here also, of humble pretenshnw the last house
in the town that would he suspected of belong-
ing te the brother of a President. The depot
grounds and buddings are superior to most I
have seen. The latter aro substantially built
qf bjipk, embrace commodious engine
houses, maehine-shop- s and in ad-

dition to the passenger and freight depots.
Within two weeks all the moveable macbiuery
has bon taken out and removed to some point
farthor south, where, like that taken from Jack-so- u,

Tenn , it probably stands on open platform
oars on some side track of the road, exposed to
the weathor, and becoming worthless for every
purpose save that of old iron. All that could
not be removed was destroyed, but the tracks
and buildings remain in good condition. Near
the depot, three hospital buildings were erected
by the Confederates, of a character vastly above
those usually put up for snob purposes, and
which Col. Loo found to contain about fifty con-

valescents, jin bis sudden entjanoe into tiie
place. A a handsome, pretty town, loo muoh
cannot he said of Holly Springs t nor as a miK-Ur- y

position, too little. It is wholly untenable
by any army( on account of scarcity of water ;

possesses but few pointd of defense, and offers
mauy of attack.

ACCUSRD OP BEIJta SPIES.

Up to this time we had neither seen or heard
anythifg of rebel pickets, but about nine
o'clock in tho morning, two rode into tho place,
nnd.were soon informed of our presence by .a
noisy, blatant " limb of the law " (whoso name
we shall not now mention), who gave it as his
opinion that the flag of truce was a humbug,

that we were there to spy out the land," and
that we should bo arrested, tried, condemned,
and hung as spies. Considering that our forces
had lefHho placebut the day bafore, after occu-
pying it two days, and that the Confederates had
not occupied it since, and that we had just re-

turned two of his townsmen, taken by us as
prisoners of war, tho impudence was refresh-
ingly rare and original. The joke was, the two
pickets seemed inclined to act on his advice,
and told Lieut Sherlock thev should be com-
pelled to take him to Gen. Van Dora's head-

quarters. The lieutenant politely informed
them that two such men as ihey were couldn't
take one side of him, when the argument ended.
A citiien or two sided with tiw picketa, but
Captains Clark and Harris hearing of it came
forward indignantly to return with us if any
further molestation occurred or was threatened.
The sapient defenders of the 6unny South con-

cluded not to attempt an arrest.
Just then a long funeral precession came

winding over the hill fm th southward in
dismal array, and attracted the attention of
every one. Nobody knew anything about it. Its
near approach proved it to be another flag of
truce, bound from General Pemberton to General
Sherman, at Memphis. The flag itself was of
" magnificent proportions," as large as a bod
sheet, mounted on a pole at least ten feet long.
If tho subject of tbe mission bear any propor-
tion to the siae of the flag berae, momentous
results dopend on it

WHAT THB RRRBLS SAY.

The trip afforded many oppertunities of con-

versing with Southern men and women, and
very naturally tho engrossing subject was tbe
war, its purposes and probable results. All de-

plore it. All desire peace. All nay the war can
only end in separation. These seem to bo fore-

gone conclusions to every one we met. They
admit our superiority in numbers and resourced,
but depend on what they terra " the righteous-
ness of their causa," tbe unity and determina-
tion of Southern people, and th immense ad-

vantage they possess in acting on the defensive,
selecting thoir own battlvgroutids, and com
pelling us to fight them when and where they
please. The woman are, it possible, a thounaud
fold more violent and intense in their prejudices,
than the men, and aro driving every able-bodie- d

man into the rebel army. Scarcely ono remains
in wholo sections, and these are contemptuously
treated by almost all. As new converts are most
zealous, so Northern men, who havo settled in
tho South end own slaves, are tbe most headlong
supporters of the war. The Capt. Clark, re-
turned by Lieut. Shirlook, was hern in Essex,
Vermont, was a member of Governor Fairbanks'
family, graduated at Amherst eollege, went te
Holly Springs and married into an excellent
family a few years ago, and joined the first regi-
ment railed in Missiisippi for the Cenfaderacy.

THE FLTUllK.
Gob. Grant's array is here at present Where

it may ho when this roaches you, no one but
himself probably knows. My opinion is that
no battle need be expected here for a couple of
weeks, and possibly not then. I lie enemy are
in formidable farce somewhere in the region of
tho isiltbatchie river, and net nearer. It will
take toveral days to movo our array there when-
ever it is determined on. Nothing y indi-
cates an immediate forward moreraert. The
Confederates may evacuate thc-i- present posi-
tion when seriously threatened, and again delay
a battto by a retreat. All these uncertainties
incline me not to expect any general engagement
within a fortnight. Beyond that your specula-
tions aro worth as much as mine.

CONFIDENCE OK THE TROOPS.
Whenever we do move southward os we un-

doubtedly shall you need have no fear of re-

sults. No array was ever In better spirits, or
mora determined on winning other victories.
Our troops have been inspirited by the battles of
Corinth nod Hatchls, and profess an ability to
" whip all oreatiou." Added to .this, Gen Grant
is hnown to be here in person, and this inspires
additional confidence. Our men call him a
" fighting general ;" say he " means business ;"
that he was never whipped ; aud that, where he
leads, they have ro fear ef following. May their
faith in him never he less, aad may other suc-
cesses be speedily added to tb long list of illus-
trious ones achieved by the old regiments nf his
department.

Tbe Expedition lor the Opening of the
ITIiaalKatppi.

Composition of GtHtral McCleruand's Corps
d'Armtc The Gunboat Fiet under CeiHHut-o'or- e

Porttr.

The fleet of boats which carried the 97th and
99:h Indian regiments te Columbus, Kentucky,
arrived at .New Albany, on tbt-i-r return, Monday.
From offieers ef these boats the New Albany
Ledger gathers the following information with
referenco to General Ml demand's Mississippi
river expedition :

The expedition iu being organized on a gigan-
tic scale Columbus being the point of rendez
vous. Msjor-Gener- UcUlernand is now there,
giving his personal superintendence to the arma-
ment and equipment of the forces, and taking
all the necessary stops to insure the success of
the expedition.

His corps d'armeo will consist entirely of
W . stern and Northwestern regiments. It will
embrace ten regiments from Indiana, twelve
regiments from Illinois, four regiments from
Iowa, tour regiments from Wisconsin, two regi
menti from Minnef ota, and some tea thoasaad
Iroops, infautry. cavalry and artillery, frem the
army now in Kentucky, probably a psrtien of
General (J W Morgan's command, and a por
tion ot tbe late command ot uauerat Uranger.
The cavalry and artillery force will be ample for
any and every omorgency.

lu addition to this force, the gunboat fleet
under Commodore Porter will with
the expedition. The fleet oi Commodore Porter
consists of the following ve'esels : Benton fflatr- -

' ship). Capt. Gwinn, 16 guns; lias tport, Capt.

But when it U remembered that
Commodore Farrogut, with his fleet of gunboats
and mortar boats, is below these works, and
can easily es operate with tbe fleet frem above,
it will be seen what an verpowering force will
be brought to bear for the reduction of the rebel
stronrhold at Vickshurg.
